CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Business conditions registered general improvement in March, according 
to the index of the physical volume of business, which moved up to 113-2 from 
111-7 in February. When compared with the index in March of last year an 
encouraging gain of nearly 4 p.c. was indicated. Other economic factors were 
steady in March. The general index of wholesale prices remained unchanged 
at 73-2, while Dominion long-term bond prices advanced from 117 -6 for February 
to 117-9. The position of the chartered banks was strong with considerable 
funds available for investment, an appreciable gain of 6 p.c. having been shown 
in total deposits over March of last year. The index of general employment 
showed minor gain at the first of April, the seasonably adjusted index rising from 
110-9 to 111-2. 

Canadian production on a volume basis held up remarkably well in the 
first quarter of this year and showed strenuous resistance to world unsettlement. 
In several groups new records were established in the latest month. Copper 
exports, for instance, were the largest in history, while gold shipments to the 
Mint were also in record volume, since no less than 478,041 fine ounces were 
received. The cheese factories are making noteworthy efforts to regain the ground 
lost in the past two years, the output in March at 1,534,749 pounds having been 
greater than in any March since 1934. Production of creamery butter was 
also at a higher level. Exports of planks and boards were 155,338,000 board 
feet, which constituted the largest export in any March since 1930, while shingles 
exported were greater than in the same month of any year in the post-war 
period. 

External trade was also more active in March, exports reaching $77-2 
million, a gain of nearly 3 p.c. over the same month of last year. This advance 
is significant when we consider that wholesale prices have declined 12 p.c. from 
one year ago. 

The general foodstuffs index showed improvement in March, reaching 
104-0, the third highest March record in history. Livestock slaughterings were 
at very high levels, the total inspected slaughterings of cattle and calves having 
been 128,728 head, the second highest March on record. Sheep and lambs 
also showed increase, while total hog slaughterings at nearly 300,000 head were 
also at record levels. Sugar manufactured showed a minor decline in the month, 
while activity in the milling industry recorded little change in the latest month 
for which statistics are available. Canned salmon exports after seasonal adjust- 
ments, receded from the high level of the previous month. 

The tobacco industry continued its upward march, the general index of 
tobacco releases reaching 183-5 compared with 176-8 in February. This is 
the second highest March on record. Cigarettes released totalled 515-8 million 
compared with 469-6 million in February. Cigars, on the other hand, have 
not yet regained their post-depression popularity. 

The textile group displayed considerable betterment in March after seasonal 
adjustment, the index rising from 106-3 to 121-6. Raw cotton consumption at 
9,381,000 pounds, while somewhat below the level of the last two years, gave 
indications of a more optimistic outlook. Imports of raw wool and yarn were 
nearly 2,900,000 pounds. 

The forestry group continued fairly active in March, the index at 110-4 
showing a minor decline from the previous month after seasonal adjustment. 
Newsprint production at 220,648 tons brought the total for the first quarter of 
this year to 629,661 tons compared with 649,700 tons in the same period of 
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last year. Wood pulp exports showed a decided improvement over February, 
when the index rose from 48-7 to 53-1. Planks and boards exported were also 
at higher levels, and the index made the best showing in any March since 1930. 

The operations of the primary iron and steel industry showed minor accelera- 
tion in March, when the output of steel ingots reached 95,697 tons compared 
with 77,179 tons in February, the index after seasonal adjustment reaching 
130-0 compared with 116-6 in the previous month. Pig iron production showed 
minor recession, while the total number of passenger cars and trucks coming 
from the assembly lines reached 17,549 compared with 16,802 in the same month 
of last year. Crude rubber imports, which are used largely for the automotive 
industry, showed improvement in March, when 5,505,582 pounds were imported. 
The petroleum industry also displayed a more optimistic outlook, imports 
having been 65,425,000 gallons, an increase of 14 points having been shown in 
the seasonally adjusted index over the previous month. This was the highest 
March on record. 

The construction industry, delayed by the late spring, marked time during 
March. Construction contracts awarded were just over $9 million in value 
compared with $11-3 million in February and $10-4 million in March of last 
year. Building permits for the 58 cities were $3,351,194, displaying a good 
seasonal advance over February, the adjusted index rising to 33-7 from 23-9. 
Electric power production in March was 2,366,532 k.w.h., the index continuing 
its upward movement, reaching 233-1, exceeded on only one occasion in the 
similar month in history. All provincial totals showed advance in March 
and increased deliveries to boilers indicate greater activity in manufacturing 
industries. 

Trade 

The trade picture was a little brighter in March, when advance was shown 
in the value of Canada’s domestic exports, totalling $76,149,000 as against 
$61,727,000 in the preceding month and $74,219,000 in March, 1938. News- 
print showed a notable gain in value from $8,685,000 to $9,388,000, while 
gold bullion other than monetary totalled over $6 million. Domestic exports 
during the fiscal year just ended aggregated $926,962,000 in comparison with 
$1,070,229,C00 in 1937-38. Foreign exports were of the value of $42,808,000 
this year as against $14,593,000 in the previous twelve-month period. If 
exports value are adjusted for change in the price index of export commodities 
a considerable gain is indicated, the export price index having declined from an 
average of 81-1 in the fiscal year 1938 to 65-9 in the year ended March, 1939, 
for a decrease of nearly 19 p.c. 

March exports of Canadian wheat aggregated 6,564,277 bushels appraised 
at $3,987,087 in comparison with 3,487,449 bushels at $4,452,423 in the corres- 
ponding month last year. The average export price fell to 61 cents per bushel 
from $1-28. The amount sent to the United Kingdom was 5,175,712 bushels 
as against 2,170,113 a year ago. Export shipments of wheat flour were also 
advanced, totalling 360,752 barrels at valued $1,110,095 as against 301,735 
at $1,770,784 a year ago. The average export price was $3.08 as against $5-67. 
The United Kingdom took 204,122 barrels as against 179,414. 


Motor Vehicle Sales 

March sales of new motor vehicles continued below the 1938 level, the 
total being 10,100 units with a retail value of $11,002,898 compared with 12,321 
sold for $13,504,044 in March last year. Following the usual seasonal trend, 
March sales were 78 p.c. in advance of February, the number then having 
been 5,688 and the value $6,319,722. The number of vehicles sold during the 
three months ended March was 21,718 for a total of $23,938,889, compared with 
26,214 for $29,030,621 in the first quarter of 1938. 

The decline noted in recent months in the financing of new and used motor 
vehicles was continued in March, the total being 10,344 units financed for 
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$4,278,468, compared with 12,575 vehicles financed for $5,341,318 in the same 
month last year. An advance of 54 p.c. over the February total of 6,773 units 
financed for $2,841,516 marks the commencement of the usually heavy spring 
business. During the first quarter of the current year, 23,440 vehicles have been 
financed to the extent of $9,853,964, compared with 27,416 units for $12,105,990 
in the corresponding period of 1938. 


Stock Markets 

The upward movement of Canadian common stock averages initiated 
in February continued till March 10, when the general daily price index of 
108-9 for 95 issues was 3-3 above the month’s opening level. Subsequently 
reaction set in and the index moved irregularly lower to close at 97-1, practically 
on a par with the 1939 low recorded on January 26. This decline reflected 
weakness on world markets and coincided with renewed European tension. 
Trading was unusually heavy throughout the month. All sections of the com- 
posite index were involved in the recession and net declines were led by indus- 
trial mines followed by beverages, building materials, machinery and equipment, 
foods and oils. Although daily indexes for utilities indicated net losses, the 
monthly average influenced by power and communication issues advanced 
1-5 to 44-4 for March. The industrial index for the same period was down 
2-6 to 171-4 and banks 0-2 to 85-1. The monthly average index for industrial, 
utility and bank stocks for March was only 0-4 below the February figure of 
104-1, due to comparative strength in utilities. ; 

The troubled European outlook induced considerable liquidation on Canadian 
mining markets during March and prices tumbled to their lowest levels for the 
past six months. The price index of twenty-five mining issues recorded a net 
loss of 18 points, receding from a high of 161-4 on March 9 to a low of 142-4 
in the concluding session. Supported by outside markets, golds and base metals 
showed a steady forward movement on the opening days. This advance 
was abruptly interrupted on March 10, and with the exception of a moderate 
rally between March 23 and 27, pronounced recessions occurred through the 
balance of the month. Mines suffered greater declines than industrial and 
utility issues, golds and base metals sharing the drop in approximately equal 
proportions. The general price index of mining stocks declined from 158-8 in 
February to 155-0 in March, the gold section falling from 121-1 to 118-2 and 
base metals from 315-1 to 305-6. 


Bond Prices 

In a month marked by international events of outstanding importance, 
high-grade bond values were maintained at relatively high levels, and the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics’ monthly average index of Dominion long-term 
bond prices advanced from 117-6 for February to 117-9 for March. During 
the first two weeks of March quotations rose to a point comparable with levels 
of last June, and the Bureau’s daily index touched 118-3. Uneasiness over 
the dismemberment of Czecho-Slovakia caused a reaction on the 16th, and 
weakness continued until a low for the month of 117-4 was made on the 23rd, 
coinciding with the annexation of Memel by Germany. A following rally was 
of short duration, and the month closed at 117-4 for a net loss of 0-3. British 
and American high-grade bonds similarly retreated under pressure. The index 
of Dominion of Canada long-term bond yields declined from 61-9 for February 
to 61-1 for March, and the average yield of the issues used in this index was 
reduced from 3-01 to 2-97. 


Exchange 
Further European unsettlement throughout March had an adverse effect 
on leading foreign currencies. This was most clearly revealed by sharp fluctua- 
tions in forward rates as spot quotations were held relatively firm by the various 
Exchange Controls. Sterling closed the month at $4.7005 compared with 
$4-7075 on February 28 and a peak of $4-7111 on March 18. Substantial

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demand for Canadian funds from the United States reduced the premium on the 
United States dollar from 13/32 of one p.c. on March 1 to 3/16 on the 10th. 
This was the smallest premium since early March, 1938. Subsequent strength 
for the United States dollar moved the premium back to 7/16 on March 31, an 
increase of 1/32 on the month. 

Commodity Prices 

Price movements on wholesale commodity markets were relatively narrow 
during March, but the Dominion Bureau of Statistics’ weekly indexes of industrial 
material prices averaged higher than for any month since August, 1938. It 
has shown a firmer tendency since the middle of February. The stable group, 
including the ferrous metals, coal, crude oil, etc., was unchanged at 87-8 during 
the month, but the sensitive group, which reflects market influences more closely, 
rose from 52-6 for the week of February 24 to 52-7 for the week of March 31. 
This was due entirely to strength in manufacturing materials, the index for 
this group rising from 50-8 to 51-3, influenced by firmness in raw silk and non- 
ferrous metals, whereas the food materials index declined from 57-4 to 56-7, as 
reductions in wheat, oats and hogs proved of more importance than increases 
in raw sugar and steers. The general wholesale commodity index closed unchanged 
at 73-3 for the week of March 31, after dropping to 73-1 for the week of March 17. 
Vegetable products, wood and non-ferrous metals were buoyant while animal pro- 
ducts, textiles, non-metallic minerals and chemicals receded. Canadian farm pro- 
ducts rose from 65-1 to 65-4 during March, due largely to higher prices for 
potatoes. 

Cash wheat prices at Winnipeg moved lower in March. The range of 
fluctuation, however, still remained exceptionally narrow as it has been for the 
past five months. No. 1 Manitoba Northern wheat receded from an opening 
level of 60ic. per bushel to a low of 57c. on March 16, equalling the 1938-39 
season’s low record established on November 7. Quotations subsequently 
improved to 59jc. at the close during a period when international events were 
important market factors. Burdensome supplies in practically all the leading 
exporting countries, which continue to overhang the market, coupled with pros- 
pects for another substantial crop in the United States winter wheat belt, were 
cited as depressing price factors during the month. 

Effective March 1, the International Copper Cartel announced a further 
reduction in copper output from 100 to 95 p.c. of basic tonnage. It was the 
second reduction this year. World copper stocks at the end of February were 
reported at 493,114 tons against 480,059 a month earlier. 

Cost of Living 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics index number of the cost of living for 
Canada was unchanged at 82-9 for March. Moderate decreases in the prices 
of butter, lard, cheese, flour, bread, fish, canned vegetables, veal, fresh pork, 
cooked ham and tea were counterbalanced by gains for eggs, potatoes, beef, 
mutton, salt pork and bacon, resulting in an unchanged index of 74-5 for foods. 
Compared with March, 1938, food costs had declined 5 p.c. Other budget 
price indexes were the same as for February. 

Life Insurance 

Sales of life insurance in March were $33,345,000 compared with $30,588,000 
in February and $32,495,000 in March of last year, gains having been made in 
Quebec, the Prairie Provinces and British Columbia. 

Carloadings 

The railway freight movement showed an increase in the month of March, 
total carloadings having been 191,010 cars compared with 159,667 in February, 
the seasonally adjusted index consequently rising from 66-7 to 71-8. Cumu- 
lative totals for the first three months of the year indicate that increases have 
been recorded in grain and grain products, coke, pulp and paper, lumber and 
other forest products, while sizable declines have been shown in miscellaneous, 
pulpwood, coal and L.C.L. merchandise, the deficit to the first of April having 
been 52,377 cars compared with the same weeks of last year.

Dominion Finance 

The Dominion Budget, presented on Tuesday, April 25, estimated the 
deficit for 1938-39 at $55,666,000 and forecast a $60 million deficit for the 
fiscal year 1939-40. While the announcement of a deficit is always regrettable, 
a comparison with the huge adverse balances of practically every major nation 
gives Canadians some consolation. The estimate for the fiscal year just ended 
represents a deficit of just under $5 per capita. The estimated deficit in the 
current British budget shows a per capita loss of nearly $38, to be met by borrow- 
ing. 
. Total revenues in 1938-39 were estimated at $501-7 million, a decline of 
only $15 millions from the record levels of the previous year. Taxation revenue 
reached an estimated $435-7 million compared with $448-7 in 1937-38. Income 
tax collections on 1937 incomes registered an advance of $22 million to $142 
million, but customs and sales taxes and excise duties declined perceptibly in 
line with general price levels and business activity. 

On the expenditure side an increase for the fiscal year 1938-39 of $23 millions 
was noted at $557-3 million, the highest figure in any peace-time year in our 
history and only exceeded by the fiscal years 1918, 1919 and 1920. A saving 
was noted on interest account but provision for reserve against losses on wheat 
marketing guarantees was placed at $25,000,000, more than offsetting minor 
departmental economies. 


Conditions in the United States 

Business operations in the United States showed improvement in the first 
quarter of this year over the same period of 1938, and the short-term outlook 
appears favourable. Curtailment of production in important industries has 
continued long enough to permit excessive inventories to run down and conse- 
quently present an opportunity for expansion in the near future. The record 
of published corporation earnings in the first quarter indicates that profits are 
being maintained at a satisfactory level in many of the main groups. Com- 
modity prices in the United States have, on the average, been tracing nearly a 
level line for practically a year despite the recurrent political tensions and 
other adverse circumstances, suggesting that the next departure from this so- 
called “bottom” should be upwards. The Department of Agriculture reports 
that farm income in March showed a contraseasonal gain over February. Accord- 
ing to the Federal Reserve Board, industrial activity and trade showed seasonal 
increases in March over the previous month, while commodity prices continued 
to show little change. The coal strike in the Appalachian field threatens to 
have an unfavourable effect on spring output, reflecting a new struggle between 
the two leading labour organizations for control. The value of construction 
contracts awarded declined in February due to recession in Government financed 
work. The financial background continues strong with increased investments 
in United States Government obligations being noteworthy in the month. 


Conditions in Great Britain 

British conditions at time of writing reflect the tense international situation. 
The stock markets are dull, owing to fears of increased taxation. Wholesale 
prices show a slightly downward tendency. The heavy industries were active 
in March, while employment on March 13 showed considerable improvement 
over February, the number of registered unemployed being 170,000 fewer; this 
was partly but no means wholly due to the speeding up of rearmament. 

British trade in March recorded imports at £77 ,976,000, a decline of 8-1 p.c. 
from March, 1938, largely due to lower prices. Exports of United Kingdom 
products at £41,635,000 were 1-2 p.c. lower. The adverse balance was 
£31,419,000 as compared with £37,230,000.

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STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Les affaires s’améliorent généralement en mars, d’aprés l’indice du volume physique des 
affaires qui monte 4 113-2 contre 111-7 en février. Comparativement 4 l’indice de mars I’an 
dernier, il y a un gain encourageant de prés de 4 p.c. Les autres facteurs économiques sont fermes 
en mars. L’indice général des prix de gros reste inchangé 4 73-2, tandis que les obligations 4 long 
terme du Dominion avancent de 117-6 en février 4 117-9. La position des banques 4 charte est 
forte et les fonds disponibles pour placements sont considérables, les dépéts accusant un gain 
appréciable de 6 p.c. sur mars l’an dernier. L’indice de l’emploiement en général fait un gain 
mineur le ler avril, l’indice ajusté pour la saison passant de 110-9 & 111-2. 

Le volume de la production canadienne se maintient remarquablement bien le premier tri- 
mestre cette année et montre une résistance énergique 4 l’instabilité mondiale. Plusieurs groupes 
atteignent de nouvelles cimes le mois dernier. Les exportations de cuivre, par exemple, sont les 
plus considérables dans l’histoire, tandis que les expéditions d’or 4 la Monnaie atteignent un 
volume record, s’établissant 4 478,041 onces fines. Les fromageries font des efforts louables pour 
regagner le terrain perdu ces deux derniéres années, la production de mars (1,534,749 livres) 
étant plus forte qu’en tout autre mois de mars depuis 1934. La production de beurre de crémerie 
est également 4 plus haut niveau. Les exportations de madriers et planches s’établissent 4 155,- 
338,000 pieds m.p., les plus fortes en tout mois de mars depuis 1930, tandis que celles de bardeaux 
sont plus considérables que le méme mois de toute autre année au cours de |’aprés-guerre. 

Le commerce extérieur est également plus actif en mars, les exportations atteignent $77,- 
200,000, gain de prés de 3 p.c. sur le méme mois l’an dernier. Cette avance est significative quand 
on considére que les prix de gros accusent un déclin de 12 p.c. sur l’an dernier. L’activité de 
l’aciérie est 4 beaucoup plus bas niveau en mars, la production d’acier en lingots étant de 95,697 
tonnes longues, soit 19 p.c. de moins que la production de mars |’an dernier. 

L’indice général des aliments s’améliore en mars, atteignant 104-0, le troisiéme record pour 
mars dans l’histoire. Les abatages de bétail sont 4 trés bas niveau, les abatages inspectés de bétes 
& cornes et de veaux étant de 128,728 unités, deuxiéme cime pour mars dans l'histoire. Il y a 
également augmentation pour les moutons et les agneaux, tandis que les abatages de pores (prés 
de 300,000 tétes) atteignent des niveaux records. La production de sucre montre un déclin mineur 
pendant le mois, tandis que l’activité de la minoterie fait voir un faible changement le dernier 
mois de statistiques connues. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, les exportations de saumon en bofte 
reculent du haut niveau du mois précédent. 

L’industrie du tabae continue son ascension, |’indice général des dédouanements de tabac 
atteignant 183-5 contre 176-8 en février. C’est la deuxiéme cime pour mars dans l’histoire. Les 
dédouanements de cigarettes s’élévent 4 515,800,000 contre 469,600,000 en février. D’autre part, 
les cigares n’ont pas encore regagné leur popularité de l’aprés-crisé. 

Le groupe des textiles s’améliore considérablement en mars, aprés ajustement saisonnier, et 
l'indice passe de 106-3 4 121-6. La consommation de coton brut (9,381,000 livres), bien qu’in- 
férieure au niveau des deux derniéres années, indique une perspective plus optimiste. Les im- 
portations de laine brute et filés sont d’A peu prés 2,900,000 livres. 

Le groupe forestier continue d’étre assez actif en mars et l’indice (110-4) montre un déclin 
mineur sur le mois précédent, aprés ajustement saisonnier. La production de papier 4 journal 
(220,648 tonnes) porte le total du premier trimestre cette année 4 629,661 tonnes comparative- 
ment & 649,700 tonnes la méme période I’an dernier. Les exportations de pulpe de bois montrent 
une amélioration marquée sur février, l’indice passant de 48-7 4 53-1. Les exportations de ma- 
driers et planches sont également 4 plus hauts niveaux et l’indice fait meilleure figure qu’en tout 
mois de mars depuis 1930. 

Les opérations de l’industrie primaire du fer et de l’acier augmentent un peu en mars, alors 
que la production d’acier en lingots atteint 95,697 tonnes contre 77,179 en février, et l’indice, 
aprés ajustement saisonnier, s’éléve 4 130-0 contre 116-6 le mois précédent. La production de 
fonte en gueuse rétrograde un peu, alors que les voitures de tourisme et les camions provenant 
des usines de montage s’établissent 4 17,549 unités contre 16,802 le méme mois !’an dernier. 
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Les importations de caoutchouc brut, employé surtout par l’industrie automotrice, s’améliorent 
en mars, s’élevant 4 5,505,582 livres. L’industrie du pétrole déploit également une perspective 
optimiste, les importations étant de 65,425,000 gallons, et l’indice ajusté pour la saison montre 
une augmentation de 14 points sur le mois précédent. C’est le record pour mars. 

La construction, retardée par le printemps tardif, marque le pas en mars. La valeur des 
contrats adjugés dépasse un peu $9,000,000 contre $11,300,000 en février et $10,400,000 en mars 
l’an dernier. Les permis de bftir dans 58 cités s’élévent 4 $3,351,194 et affichent une bonne 
avance saisonniére sur février, l’indice ajusté passant de 23-9 4 33-7. La production d’énergie 
électrique est de 2,366,532 kWh en mars et l’indice, continuant son ascension, atteint 233-1; 
il n’est surpassé qu’en une seule occasion le méme mois dans l’histoire. Tous les totaux des pro- 
vinces avancent en mars et l’augmentation des livraisons aux bouilloires indique une plus grande 
activité des industries manufacturiéres. 


Commerce 

La situation commerciale est un peu plus brillante en mars; la valeur des exportations cana- 
diennes avance 4 $76,149,000 en regard de $61,727,000 le mois précédent et $74,219,000 en mars 
1938. La valeur du papier 4 journal fait un gain notable, de $8,685,000 4 $9,388,000, tandis que 
les lingots d’or non monétaire dépassent $6,000,000. Les exportations domestiques s’élévent a 
$926,962,000 l’année fiscale qui vient de se terminer, 4 rapprocher de $1,079,229,000 en 1937-38, 
Les exportations étrangéres valent $42,808,000 cette année contre $14,593,000 l’an dernier. Si 
la valeur des exportations est ajustée pour le changement dans |’indice des prix des commodités 
d’exportation, le gain est considérable, l’indice des prix des exportations déclinant d’une moyenne 
de 81-1 l’année fiscale 1938 4 65-9 l’année terminée en mars 1939, diminution de prés de 19 p.c. 

Les exportations de blé canadien en mars s’établissent 4 6,564,277 boisseaux ($3,987,087) 
contre 3,487,449 boisseaux ($4,452,423) le mois correspondant l’an dernier. Le prix moyen d’ex- 
portation tombe de $1.28 4 61 cents le boisseau. Les expéditions au Royaume-Uni s’élévent a 
5,175,712 boisseaux contre 2,170,113 il y a un an. Les exportations de farine de blé avancent 
également, s’établissant 4 360,752 barils ($1,110,095) contre 309,735 ($1,770,784) il y a un an. 
Le prix moyen 4 l’exportation est de $3.08 contre $5.67. Le Royaume-Uni achéte 204,122 barils 
comparativement 4 179,414. 

Ventes de véhicules 4 moteur 

En mars les ventes de véhicules-moteur neufs continuent d’étre au-dessous du niveau de 
1938, s’établissant 4 10,100 unités d’une valeur de $11,002,898 au détail contre 12,321 vendus 
$13,504,044 en mars l’an dernier. Les ventes de mars suivent la tendance saisonniére habituelle 
et surpassent de 78 p.c. celles de février, qui s’élevaient 4 6,588 ($6,319,722). Les véhicules 
vendus pendant le trimestre terminé en mars se chiffrent 4 21,718 ($23,938,889), & rapprocher 
de 26,214 ($29,030,621) le premier trimestre de 1938. 

Le déclin remarqué ces derniers mois dans le financement de véhicules-moteur neufs et usagés 
se poursuit en mars, le total étant de 10,344 unités ($4,278,468) contre 12,575 ($5,341,318) le 
méme mois l’an dernier. L’avance de 54 p.c. sur le total de février (6,773 véhicules financés 
pour $2,841,516) marque le début de l’activité commerciale habituelle du printemps. Le premier 
trimestre de l’année courante 23,440 véhicules ont été financés pour $9,853,964, 4 rapprocher 
de 27,416 unités ($12,105,990) la période correspondante de 1938. 

Le marché des valeurs mobiliéres 

Le mouvement & la hausse des moyennes des actions ordinaires canadiennes, commencé en 
février, se continue jusqu’au 10 mars, alors que |’indice général des cours quotidiens de 95 titres 
(108-9) surpasse de 3-3 le niveau du début du mois. Une réaction se produit dans la suite et 
lV’indice baisse irréguliérement pour fermer 4 97-1, 4 peu prés sur un pied d’égalité avec le creux 
de 1939 atteint le 26 janvier. Ce déclin refléte la faiblesse des marchés mondiaux et coincide 
avec le renouvellement de la tension européenne. Les opérations sont extraordinairement lourdes 
durant le mois. Toutes les sections de l’indice composite rétrogradent et les mines industrielles 
tiennent la téte pour les déclins nets; viennent ensuite les boissons, les matériaux de construction, 
la machinerie et l’outillage, les aliments et les huiles. Bien que les indices quotidiens des utilités 
accusent des pertes nettes, la moyenne mensuelle influencée par les titres d’énergie et de com- 
munication avance de 1-5 point, 4 44-4, en mars. L’indice industriel pour la méme période 
baisse de 2-6 points, 4 171-4, et celui des banques baisse de 0-2, 4 85-1. L’indice moyen hebdo- 
madaire des titres d’industries, d’utilités et de banques en mars n’est que de 0-4 p.c. inférieur 
& celui de février (104-1), ce qui est dd & la force comparative des utilités. 
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La perspective troublée en Europe occasionne une liquidation considérable sur les marchés 
canadiens des mines en mars et les cours dégringolent 4 leurs plus bas niveaux des six derniers 
mois. L’indice des cours de vingt-cinq titres miniers fait une perte nette de 18 points, reculant 
d’une cime de 161-4 le 9 mars 4 un creux de 142-4 la séance finale. Soutenus par les marchés 
extérieurs, les titres de mine d’or et de métaux communs affichent une avance continue les pre- 
miers jours. Cette avance s’arréte brusquement le 10 mars et, 4 l'exception d’une reprise modérée 
entre le 23 et le 27 mars, des reculs prononcés se produisent le reste du mois. Les mines subissent 
des déclins plus grands que les titres d’industries et d’utilités, tandis que les titres de mine d’or 
et de métaux communs prennent part au déclin en des proportions 4 peu prés égales. L’indice 
général des cours des titres miniers décline de 158-8 en février 4 155-0 en mars, la section de 
lor tombe de 121-1 4 118-2 et celle des métaux communs, de 315-1 4 305-6. 

Cours des obligations 

En un mois marqué d’événements internationaux de premiére importance les obligations de 
tout repos se maintiennent 4 des niveaux relativement élevés et l’indice moyen mensuel des 
obligations & long terme du Dominion (du Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique) avance de 117-6 
en février 4 117-9 en mars. Les deux premiéres semaines de mars les cotes atteignent un point 
comparable aux niveaux de juin dernier et l’indice quotidien du Bureau touche 118-3. L’insta- 
bilité A la suite du démembrement de la Tchécoslovaquie cause une réaction le 16 et la faiblesse 
se continue jusqu’au 23 ov l’indice touche le creux du mois 4 117-4, coincidant avec l’annexion 
de Memel par |’Allemagne. La reprise qui suit est de courte durée et le mois ferme 4 117-4 avec 
une perte nette de 0-3. Les obligations de tout repos britanniques et américaines retraitent 
également sous la pression. L’indice du rendement des obligations 4 long terme du Dominion 
du Canada décline de 61-9 en février 4 61-1 en mars, et le rendement moyen des émissions en- 
trant dans l’indice est réduit de 3-01 4 2-97. 

Change 

La nouvelle instabilité européenne en mars a un effet adverse sur les principales devises 
étrangéres. Elle se révéle trés clairement par de brusques fluctuations des livraisons futures, et 
les cotes 4 vue sont maintenues relativement fermes par les divers contréles du change. Le 
sterling termine le mois A $4-7005 contre $4-7075 le 28 février et la cime de $4-7111 le 18 mars. 
La demande substantielle de fonds canadiens de la part des Etats-Unis réduit la prime sur le 
dollar américain de 13/32 d’un pour cent le ler mars 4 3/16 le 10. C’est la plus faible prime 
depuis le début de mars 1938. La force subséquente du dollar des Etats-Unis reporte la prime 
a 7/16 le 31 mars, augmentation de 1/32 pendant le mois. 

Prix des commodités 

Les mouvements des prix de gros sont relativement étroits en mars, mais les indices hebdo- 
madaires des prix des matiéres premiéres industrielles du Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique donnent 
une moyenne plus forte que celle de tout autre mois depuis aofit 1938. Elle affiche une tendance 
plus ferme depuis le milieu de février. Le groupe stable comprenant les métaux ferreux, le char- 
bon, l’huile brute, ete. reste inchangé 4 87-8 pendant le mois; mais le groupe sensible, qui refléte 
plus étroitement les influences du marché, passe de 52-6 la semaine du 24 février & 52-7 la semaine 
du 31 mars. Cette hausse est entiérement due 4 la force des matiéres premiéres des manufactures, 
l'indice de ce groupe montant de 50-8 A 51-3, influencé par la fermeté de la soie grége et des 
métaux non ferreux, tandis que l’indice des substances alimentaires décline de 57-4 & 56-7, la 
baisse du blé, de l’avoine et des pores étant plus importante que la hausse du sucre brut et des 
bouvillons. L’indice des prix de gros en général demeure inchangé 4 73-3 la semaine du 31 mars, 
aprés une baisse 4 73-1 la semaine du 17 mars. Les substances végétales, le bois et les métaux 
non ferreux avancent, tandis que les produits animaux, les textiles, les métalloides et les pro- 
duits chimiques reculent. Les produits de la ferme canadienne montent de 65-1 4 65-4 en mars, 
ce qui est principalement di aux prix plus élevés des pommes de terre. 

A Winnipeg les prix du blé au comptant baissent en mars. Toutefois, l’écart des fluctuations 
reste exceptionnellement étroit comme il l’a été les cinq derniers mois. Le blé n° 1 Nord du 
Manitoba rétrograde d’un niveau d’ouverture de 60} cents le boisseau 4 un creux de 57} cents le 
16 mars, égal au creux de la saison 1938-39 atteint le 7 novembre. A la fin les cotes s’améliorent 
subséquemment 4 59} cents en une période ov les événements internationaux sont des facteurs 
commerciaux importants. On a assigné comme facteurs déprimants des prix pendant le mois les 
lourds approvisionnements d’a peu prés tous les principaux pays exportateurs, qui continuent de 
menacer le marché, et les perspectives d’une récolte substantielle dans la zone de blé d’hiver des 
Etats-Unis. 
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Le cartel international du cuivre a annoncé une autre réduction, en vigueur le ler mars, 
dans la production de cuivre de 100 4 95 p.c. du tonnage de base. C’est la deuxiéme réduction 
cette année. A la fin de février les stocks mondiaux de cuivre s’établissent 4 493,114 tonnes 
contre 480,059 le mois précédent. 

Coat de la vie 

Le nombre-indice du cotit de la vie au Canada (du Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique) reste 
inchangé 4 82-9 en mars. Les baisses modérées du beurre, du saindoux, du fromage, de la farine, 
du pain, du poisson, des légumes en bofte, du veau, du pore frais, du jambon cuit et du thé sont 
contre-balancées par les hausses des ceufs, des pommes de terre, du boeuf, du mouton, du pore 
salé et du bacon; il en résulte que l’indice des aliments reste inchangé 4 74-5. Comparativement 
& mars 1938, le cofit alimentaire baisse de 5 p.c. Les autres indices des prix budgétaires sont les 
mémes qu’en février. 

Assurance-vie 

En mars les ventes d’assurance-vie s’établissent 4 $33,345,000 contre $30,588,000 en février 
et $32,495,000 en mars l’an dernier; il y a des gains dans le Québec, les Provinces Maritimes et 
la Colombie Britannique. 


Chargements de wagons 

Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer augmente en mars, les chargements étant de 
191,010 wagons contre 159,667 en février, et l’indice ajusté pour la saison monte conséquemment 
de 66-7 4 71-8. Les totaux cumulatifs du premier trimestre de l’année indiquent des augmenta- 
tions pour le grain et les produits du grain, le coke, la pulpe et le papier, le bois d’ceuvre et les 
autres produits forestiers, tandis que les diminutions sont considérables pour les denrées diverses, 
le bois de pulpe, le charbon et les marchandises par lot de moins d’un wagon; au ler avril le déclin 
est de 52,377 wagons en regard des mémes semaines |’an dernier. 

Finance fédérale 

Le budget fédéral, présenté le mardi 25 avril, estime le déficit de 1938-39 4 $55,666,000 et 
prévoit un déficit de $60,000,000 pour l’année fiscale 1939-40. Bien que l’annonce d’un déficit 
soit toujours regrettable, la comparaison avec les énormes soldes défavorables d’A peu prés tous 
les grands pays apporte aux Canadiens une certaine consolation. L’estimation de l’année fiscale 
qui vient de se terminer représente un déficit d’un peu moins de $5 per capita. Le déficit estimatif 
du budget courant de la Grande-Bretagne s’éléve 4 prés de $38 per capita, auquel il faudra faire 
face en empruntant. 

En 1938-39 les recettes totales sont estimées 4 $501,000,000, déclin de $15,000,000 seulement 
sur le niveau record de l’année précédente. Les recettes provenant de la taxation atteignent A 
peu prés $435,700,000 contre $448,700,000 en 1937-38. La perception d’impéts sur le revenu 
de 1937 augmentent de $22,000,000, 4 $142,000,000; mais les droits de douane, les taxes de ventes 
et les droits d’accise diminuent perceptiblement en harmonie avec les niveaux généraux des prix 
et l’activité commerciale. 

Du cété des dépenses, il y a une augmentation de $23,000,000, 4 $557,300,000, pour l’année 
fiscale 1938-39, chiffre le plus élevé en toute autre année de paix dans notre histoire et surpassé 
seulement par les années fiscales 1918, 1919 et 1920. On remarque une économie au compte des 
intéréts; mais les fonds de réserve contre les pertes sur les garanties de la mise du blé sur le marché, 
placés 4 $25,000,000, font plus que compenser les économies mineures des ministéres. 

La situation en Grande-Bretagne 

Au moment oi ces lignes sont écrites, la situation britannique refléte la tension de la situation 
internationale. Les bourses sont inactives par suite des craintes d’augmentation de taxes. Les 
prix de gros s’orientent légérement 4 la baisse. Les industries lourdes sont actives en mars, tandis 
que l’emploiement le 13 mars montre une amélioration considérable sur février et que le nombre 
de sans-travail inscrits diminue de 170,000; ceci est partiellement, mais non pas entiérement, 
dd a l’accélération du réarmement. 

Les importations britanniques s’établissent 4 £77,976,000 en mars, déclin de 8-1 p.c. sur 
mars 1938, surtout attribuable 4 la baisse des prix. Les exportations du Royaume-Uni, 4 £41,- 


635,000, sont de 1-2 p.c. plus faibles. La balance défavorable est de £31,419,000 contre £37,- 
230,000.
